The Army Team 


It is interesting to recall that it was at 
Ballsbridge the Free State Army team, 
just gone to America, first competed.

Ghe Davis Statue 


The proposal to transfer John Hogan’s

“In a magazine which was published 
during the fitst few years of the nineteenth 
century I noticed a letter in which the 
writer complained of carriages being driven 
through Dame street at a furious pace, 
and asked what the authorities proposed 
to do about it. There was, apparently, no 
trafic regulation in those days; but who 
could have foreseen a hundred years ago 
that it would become necessary to im- 
mobilise so many policemen to deal” with 
traffic? Indeed, the historian of the future 
might select a traffic policeman on point 
duty as a representative symbol of the 
present era. No substitute has yet been 
found that is entirely satisfactory: regu- 
lation by timed lights has the disadvan- 
tage of stopping vehicles in a street that 
might be almost empty, while the auto- 
matic weight system, though highly in- 
genious, is very expensive. Science has 
recently developed to a remarkable extent 
the power of detecting stationary or 
moving objects at a distance, and it is 
possible that the traffic of the future may 
be directed by wireless. Something of the 
kind is foreshadowed in a new aeroplane 
device, which indicates to the pilot the 
presence of objects underneath or in front 
of him when he is flying above clouds or 
in the dark.

The 
subject of reunion had occupied a good deal 
of time during the Lam Conference of 
1908, and various proposals were considered 
in regard to relations with Presbyterian 
churches. Moves had been made in Aus- 
tralia and elsewhere, but always the crux 
had been the recognition of the ‘‘ validity ”’ 
(the word is not mine) of non-episcopal ordi- 
nations. Resolution 75 of that Conference 
(1908) spoke of the desire to respect the con- 
victions of those who had not received 
episcopal orders, without involving any sur- 
render on our part of the principles of 
Church Order laid down in the preface to 
the Ordinal attached to the Book of Common 
Prayer. The important words in that too- 
little known document are :—‘‘It is evident 
to all men diligently reading Holy Scripture 
and ancient authors that from the Apostles’ 
time there have been three Orders of Minis- 
ters in Christ’s church—bishops, priests and 
deacons,”’ and further on we read, “and 
therefore, to the intent that these Orders 
may be continued and reverently used and 
esteemed in the Church (of Ireland), no man 
shall be accounted or taken to be a lawful 
bishop, priest or deacon in the Church (of 
Ireland), or. suffered to execute an 

of the said functions, excent he be called, 
tried, examined. and admitted thereunto, 
according to the form hereafter following, 
or hath had formerly episcopal consecration 
or ordination.”’ 


A DEFINITE POSITION 


There we have the Anglican principle of 
Church order laid down in 1649, and no 
approximation or accommodation in regard 
to other Churches can be contemplated which 
infringes upon this definite position. It is 
not infrequently said that this statement 
represents. a purely domestic rule of the 
Anglican communion, and that a most careful 
avoidance has been observed of anything 
which might seem in the remotest degree to 
challenge the position of the sister Precis 
of the Reformation, which had abandoned 
what we know as the three-fold ministry. I 
cannot follow this argument, although 1 
know that there was a very real good-will 
between the Church of England and the 


drew up this preface were legislating, indeed, 
for the Church of England, but this view 
was not restricted to the Church of England. 
For them the Church of England was part 
of the visible Church of Christ spread abroad 
in the world, and of one texture with it

A NOVEL PROPOSAL

AVING, in a preceding contribution,

may now address ourselves to the much more 
difficult. question of whether further Shannon 
outlave—though authorised by the Oireachtas 
—should, or should net, be diverted to im- 


mediate Liffey development, and the “second | 


stage”’’ of Shannon extension consequently 
held in reserve? 
these questions it will be impossible to avoid 
some controversial issues. y confining the 
evidence to be advanced to officially recorded 
facts and incontrovertible data, it may, how- 
ever, be possible to lift the whole quéstion 
into a reasonabky objective plane. 
Proceeding upon the wy arene that the 
Liffey scheme for hydro-dynamic develop- 
ment (as propounded on behalf ef Dublin 
Corporation by Mr. Kettle and Herr Buchi, 
and by other experts, to the Oireachtas Pri- 
vate Bill Committee in 1925) rested upon 
sound physical and financial foundations— 
and upon the further hypothesis that its 
early prosecution would now materially assist 
the Corporation in their efforts te meet Dub 
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lin’s domestic water needs—we may address 
our minds to the single question of what 
advantages—if any—can be reaped by giving 
precedence, at this stage, to extensions of the 
Ardnacrusha plant and storage. 

Avoiding the unfair and totally inaccurate 
suggestion that the Shannon scheme was esti- 
mated to cost £5,200,000, and has actually 
cost £10,000,000, let us turn to published re- 
cords and ascertain, as nearly as may be, to 
what extent-—and in what respects—the 
“first stage’ of development has fulfilled, 
or belied, its authors’ anticipations. 


Forecasts and Experience 


In a pamphiet—trecently quoted from by 
Deputy omas Kelly during Dail debates— 
published in 1925 by Dr. T. A. McLaughlin— 


the author dealt somewhat fully with 
the economics of the first stage of the under- 
taking “as prepared by Messrs. Siemens 
Schuckert and subsequently modified by 
experts appointed by the Government,” and 
prophesied that the scheme would soon com- 
mand sales of current up to the maximum of 
its capacity. In that respect the: author’s 
forecast has been fully justified,. Hence the 
present necessity for extensions. 

Dealing with the financial aspects of the 
undertaking, the anthor said that ‘“‘the 
cost’ of partial (i.e. ‘first sta 6’) 
development is estimated at £5, 200,000," 
and will “in A normal year ro- 
duce 288,000,000 units; but the economics of 
the scheme are built upen a constant yearly 
sale of 153,000,000 units, measured at the 
switchboard, in a very dry year.” [ltalics 
are quoted from pamphlet.) Here the 
author's and the experts’ 
tions have not been fulfilled. um 
the year which ended in March o 
last year Ardnacrusha outputs had to 
supplemented to the extent of 22,670,000 units 
from steam-driven generating plant, and 
during the year which ended last March the 
Pigeon House Station supplied no less than 
82,000,000 units, while the Ardnacrusha out- 
put fell to 103,000,000 units. By way of 
justification it has been pleaded that this 
heavy restriction in output was entirely 
attributable to the very dry summer months 
of 1933—a plea that can hardly be justified, 
as rainfalls stored during the preceding 
winter season should, oh any prudent basis 
of calculation, have sufficed. to maintain 
full Ardnacrusha outputs for many follow- 
ing months. In fact, the entire station— 
according to the last published E.8.B, report— 
was completely shut down “for 674 hours 
between June 13th and September 8th, 1932, 
owing to the necessity for water economy. 
From all of which the conclusion seems to be 
inevitable that the effective storage resources 
of Ardnacrusha were overestimated.

COUNTY CORK CASE 
——— 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


Another case ge the right of mining 
for silica in the hbéurhopd of Cloyne, 
Co. Cork, came before the Court, when 
Silica Industries, Lid., applied for an inter- 
locutory injunction to restrain. Albert L. 
Forde, of Lissanley, from interfering with 
them in the exercise of that right. 

From an affidavit made by Mr. G. J. 
Moloney, solicitor, Cork, , it that 
the defendant is the registered owner of lands 
on which the plaintiff company claim te be 
entitled to the mineral rights . There aro 
silica deposits a few. feeb below the surface 
of these lands, and those deposits extend to 
ja considerable depth. A pit or quarry was 
opened some years ago, and, recently, the 
defendant had been working this and selling 
silica obtained from it. He refused to admit 
plaintiffs’ rights, claiming the ownership of 
the minerals and the royalties on them for 
himself, Plaintiffs had made an agreement

stations, when the natural power of the 
Liffey is available? 

The choice that confronts us lies 
between this combined water and 
electricity scheme, on the one hand, and, 
on the other hand, two separate opera- 
tions—the ‘‘second development ' of the 
Shannon: for electrical purposes and the 
provision of an independent water supply 
for Dublin. I1t will be for the Govern- 
ment, in consultation with the Electricity 
Supply Board and the Dublin City 
Council, to decide. What is necessary, 
however, is that a decision shall be taken 
at once, before any start is made upon the 
‘‘ second development ' of the Shannon ; 
for, if the Liffey plan should be approved, 
the “second development " would be a 
superfluous expense. Dublin’s population 
has increased rapidly in the last few 
years, and is increasing still, so that the 
provision of a new water supply has 
become a matter of vital urgency. In our 
own minds we have no doubt which 
scheme ought to be preferred. It is 
reasonably certain. that the Shannon 
scheme cannot be expected to supply the 
Free States entire demand for 
electricity: a mew source is needed, and, | jut 
inasmuch as Dublin is’ responsible for 
more than half of the nation’s consump- 
tion of current, any subsidiary source of 
supply ought to be devoted to her pur- 
poses and to be situated: in her vicinity. 
The issue is, in fact, whether £700,000 of 
taxpayers’ money is to be spent on

When the Irish Times went to press 
yesterday morning Scott. and Black were 
on their way to Melbourne in the last 
stretch of the great England-Australia air 
race.

They reached the finishing point at 6,33 
a.m, (G.M.T.), having taken 2 days 22 
hours 59 minutes 50 seconds to cover the 
distance of 11,300 miles, or 2 days 15 hours 
35 minutes 50 seconds when allowance is 
made for the time spent at intermediate 
controls. 

The winning D.H. Comet had come down 
only at the compulsory intermediate 
stopping places— Baghdad, Allahabad, 
Singapore, Darwin and Charleville. It 
was the only machine in the race to have 
made anything like so few halts. 

When Scott and Black were speeding 
for Melbourne the Douglas air liner 
piloted by Parmentier and Moll was on 
its way to Charleville, the last of the inter- 
mediate controls. 

The third machine in the race, the 
Boeing Transport (Turner and Pangborn), 
was on the jump from Singapore to Port 
Darwin, Australia. Turner and Pangborn, 
as a matter of fact, came down at 
Koepang, considering their fuel insufficier’ 
to take them to Port Darwin. 

In fourth place Cathcart Jones and 
Waller (D.H. Comet) were making steady 
progress to Koepang. Later, at 7.25 a-m., 
they came down at Batavia with engine 
trouble. 


AT 11 A.M. YESTERDAY 


At 11 o’clock yesterday morning the only 
notable changes were that Parmentier and 
Moll had called at Charleville and were 
on their way to Melbourne, while Turner 
and Pangborn had reached Darwin and 
were heading for Charleville.

Roofs were packed 
with watchers scanning the skies for the 
sight of the speck in the horizon which 
would announce the setting up of a great 
air record. 

Despite the rain, there were 30,000 people 
waiting for the flyers at the aerodrome, 
and they gave the flyers a tremendous 
ovation, roaring out thunderous cheers. 
The graceful crimson D.H. Comet made 
a perfect landing at the aerodrome, and 
the flyers, with three days’ growth of beard 
and temporarily deafened by the con- 
tinuous roaring of the engines, struggled 
stifiy out of the cockpit. 

“ It’s been a lousy trip and that’s prais- 
ing it,” was Mr. Scott’s first comment as 
he stepped out. Neither of us got a wink 
of sleep on the trip. We had to be on 
the job all the time: 

“Hí has been hard work, but it was well 
worth it to have the satisfaction of bring- 
ing the Comet in first. Had Parmentier 
not been following so close on our heels 
we should have sacrificed ‘several hours on 
an overhaul of the engine, but there was 
no time for such precautions. so we de- 
cided to risk it and go ahead.”’

The Times, in an editorial article to-day, 
remarks :—At ‘six o'clock on the evening 
of last Friday the P. and O. liner Cathay 
sailed from Tilbury.

ESCAPE OF A SECOND 
CALLER

i MAN who shouted “ Hands up !” and 

attempted to force his way into a 
bungalow on Hightown road, near Belfast, 
early this: morning, lost his life under 
remarkable circumstances. 

The lonely a ad is occupied by an 
elderly man, William John Greer, aged 
about sixty-five years, who resides alone. 

Hearing a noise as if someone was 
forcing an. entrance to his house shortly 
after two o'clock this morning, Greer rose, 
ee ay Ty an Indian spear which he kept 
partly for defence and partly for ornament, 
went to the door. He was confronted by a 
man who shouted “ Hands up!” 


STRUGGLE ON DOOR-STEP 


Greer tried to repel the man with the 
spear, and in the struggle the spear 
entered the heart of the stranger, who 
dropped to the floor and died in a few 
minutes. 

' The police were later informed of the 
occurrence, and found the dead body of the 
man, who has since been identified as John 
Orr, who is believed to be a native of the 
Ballyclare district. The body was taken to 
the Mater Hospital, Belfast. 

. Greer was taken to the Glengormley 


return home. He is a joiner by trade. He 
is of the opinion that there was a second 
man outside the house, and that when he 
heard: the struggle within he made off 
through the fields. 


STORY OF THE SCENE 

Interviewed at his bungalow at High- 
town this afternoon, Mr. Greer said :—*“‘ I 
heard a noise outside the house this morn- 
ing shortly before two o’clock. I went to 
the door and took down an old Indian 
8 which I had Sie; there, and 
i ae ‘Who is that?’ When I opened 
the door a heavily-built man confronted 
me, and said ‘Hands up; I have you 
covered.” At the same time someone 
from the back of the house shouted ‘ Give 
it to him,’ 

‘‘T knew that it was either his life or 
mine, so I lurched at him with the spear 
with the intention of ‘ winging’ him on 
the arm, but he seemed to stagger to one 
side, and the spear went through his 
chest. The spear is as sharp as a razor, 
and I felt it going into him. 


POLICE INFORMED | 

“The man groaned, and could only say 
‘Oh, mister,’ and came staggering towards 
me with the spear in his chest. I backed 
towards the door, and he fell towards me, 
holding the handle of the spear with both 
hands. I caught the spear and took it 
from his body. I saw then. that he was 
dangerously wounded ; for he fell on the 
floor and remained quite still. The other 
man escaped by.the back door. 3 

“I got dressed and went to my son’s 
house, arriving there in about half an 
hour. He asked me what was wrong 
with me. I said: ‘There is nothing 
wrong with me, but there is with some- 
one else. I have just killed a man.’ My 
son then went and:reported the matter to 
the police.” 

Mr. Greer added that on Saturday night 
last there was loud knocking at his door, 
but, when he opened it, he found that 
there was no person there. He suggested 
that some person was trying to find then 
if anyone resided in the bungalow.

It was lamentable that this 
should have to be so, but their voluntary 
system depended upon precise and punctual 
payments.

MORAL STANDARDS AMONG 


THE YOUNG 


The Rev. E. G. Sullivan proposed that 
the “ Report of the Committee on Youth 
Activities ’’ be held at a private session. 

The motion was agreed to, Standing Orders 
having been ás ar for the purpose. 

The report, which was then discussed in 
camera, stated that the Committee devcted 
considerable attention to tlie question of 
mixed..marriages, and to the condition of 
morality among young people.

CLERGYMEN’S ——— 


Replies were received from 49 clergymen, 
representing fairly adequately the various 
ty of parish in the diocese... . 

The following summary was drawn up after 
a careful study of the replies received :— 

(1)—Mixed Marriages: The replies agree 
in stating that mixed marriagesare numerous 
in all classes of parishes. As to whether 
they. are increasing there’ is divergence of 
opinion; that there are enough to constitute 
a definite menace to the future of our Church 
is plain from the evident anxiety shown by 
many “of the clergy in their replies. A 
number of reasons for their prevalence are 
given. Apart fromm the’ main reason of 
natural affection, i: is poimted out 

(a) That people of our Church mix more 
we with others than they úsed to do, both 

usiness ,and pleasure, and that. such 
mixing is inevitable in  couritry. districts 
where our. numbers are. diminishing. The 
opportunities for affection springing up are 
consequently increased. 

(b) That in the country it is increasingly 
difficalt, owing to the same diminution of 
numbers, for our Church people to find suit- 
able partners. The replies from country 
parishes frequently emphasise, for example, 
the difficulty for a man to find a wife who is 
béta of his ówn faith and his own social 
position, the dislike in some cases of girls 
to marry farmers and their preference for 
work in the city; the efforts of Roman 
Catholics in. some cases to marry their 
daughters to Protestant farmers of good

‘That quite a considerable proportion of 
slime marriages take place “under compul- 
gion ” in order to avoid scandal. 

From the spiritual point: of view, the report 
proceeded, the results. of mixed marriages 
‘were in the majority of casés bad. Where

SUGGESTED STEPS 


As to how the danger might be minimised, 
very divergent opinions were expressed, but 
a number ot replies suggested steps that 
should be taken :— 

1 (a) It was of the greatest importance 
that young people of the Church should be 
given opportunites of social intercourse and 
encouraged to make their friends among 
themselves. By that means much of the 
likelihood of mixed marriages would be re- 
mov 

(b) Especially in country districts should 
such opportunities be arranged by the clergy. 
neces canis urged that country clergymen 
should definitely attempt to arrange marriages 
between their parishioners and suitable part- 
ners fn neighbouring parishes 

(c) There should also w more definite 
teaching on differences between the 
Roman Catholic Church and our own on ge 
actual subject of mixed marriages. 

(d) The main emphasis in the replies was 
that the best way to prevent mixed marriages, 
or the loss t@ our Church if they took place, 
was to give our young peeple a firmer hold 
than many of them had on the doctrines of 
their Church, to strengthen their convictions, 
and to inspire them with a deeper sense of 
nr to it. 

As regards moral standards, -the re-
